The value of many "good 
cllpa Is greatly reduced on account 
of being filled with straw and chaff, 
which a little caro would obviate. 

3. Tie fleeces with the flesh side 
out. 

4. Use as little twine as possible, 
and do not tlo fleeces too tight, far 
by so doing tho fleece will appear 
much heavier than Is really the case, 

G. . Do not, under any consideration, 
use steal twine. / Soni-a ndllB will not 
buy wool thus tied at any price.

The wood, like that, of our native 
black walnut, fa valuable for furniture 
making, and similar purposes. InCir- 
cassla the people boll down tlie sap 
Into sugar likes that ' produced by the 
sugar maple, aud also make a fat oil 
from the nuts. 

The comnibn black walnut is found 
from southern.' New England to the 
Gulf Slates, and as. far weet as Kan. 
sai and the Lake: region. The fruit.-; 
and oil are sometimes tiffed .for food, 
but tho rather rank flavor has less- 
ened their popularity. T.h« butternut 
is also a relative species. The nuts 
are well lilted by meet people, but 
have never come Into" the marked la 
any large quantities, partly becauso- 
the supply is limited, and also because- 
the excellence of the nut la not goner- 
ally known as that of the other mem-' 
hers of the walnut family. The seed 
or the butternut Is tho heaviest borno 
by any native tree, weighing about 
(if teen to tho pound. The black wal- 
nut weighs about twenty- five to tho- 
pound, and other nuts are lighter In 
■weight. 

The hickory family is distinct from. 
Uio walnut, although sometimes called 
by tho aamo name. The main dis- 
tinction la that the outer shells of the 
hickory split open at maturity, while 
ithoso of "the walnut speclea do not 
split naturally^ . — Massachusetts 
Ploughman.

WHY IS POULTRY VALUABLE? 

Prof. Gilbert of Ottawa, Canada, la 
answer to the question, "Why is poul- 
try valuable to the farmer?" gives tho 
following reasons: 

1. Because ho ought, by their 
means, to convert a great deal' of the 
waste ©f his farm Into money in tho 
shape of eggs and chickens for mar- 
ket, ft 

2. Becauso, with Intelligent man- 
agement, they ought to/be all' year 
revenue produ#jrs, with the exception 
of perhaps two months during U10 
moulting season. 

3. Because poultry wjlll yield him 
a quicker return for tho capital In- 
vested than any of the other depart- 
ments of agriculture, ' 

4. Because tho manuro from the 
poultry house will mako valuable com- 
post for use la either vegetable or 
garden orchard, Tho birds themselves 
If allowed to run lu plum or appla 
orchard will destroy all Injurious iu-. 
sect life. 

5. Because, while cereals and fruits 
can only be successfully grown 'a 
certain sections, poultry can be rais- 
ed for tabic use or layers of egg3 la 
ail parts of tho country. ' 

C. Because poultry raising ,1s an 
employment In' which the, farmer's 
wife and daughters can" engage, and ' 
leave him free to attend to other de- 
partments. 

•;. 7. Because It will bring him the 
best results In the shape of now-laid 
eggs during the winter season, when 
the farmer has the most time on hU 
hands, 

8. Because to start poultry raising 
on the fram requires little or no cap- 
ital, By good management poultry 
can bo made with ^Ittle. cost a valu- 
able adjunct to tho farm.— Farmer's 
Home Journal. 



FIELD CULTURE OF CABBAGE. 

Cabbages, which aro often -consider- 
ed superior in feeding value to turn- 
ips, are cheaper to grow 'than a root 
crop, and conatittite lexcclient food Tor 
Rheep and dairy cowS, Deep, ndhe-. 
slvo loams are best, but the crop Is 
suitable for the ntlffest soils, provided 
they are deeply workod. 

Liberal manuring Is leSBOntlai, from 
tworiiy-flve to thinly tons of barnyard 
manure per acre being a good dress- 
ing. This should be supplemented 
with from two hundred to three hun- 
dred pounds of superphosphates. Top- 
dressings of from one hundred to two 
hundred pounds of nitrate of soda arc 
profitable when the young plants have 
well starred, and again when the heads 
have begun to form. The lighter the 
soil the greater the quantity of ma- 
nure required. Seed may be. drilled 
in rows or started in a seedbed. The 
former method is both cheaper and 
better In the wnd. Drill four 'to six 
pounds per acre, From one to two 
pounds sown on a rod ot good seed-bed 
will .produce enough plants for an 
acre. Tba rows should be about mwea-

Villi the Igorrotc no femnle is permit- 
ted to psrtiike of the dish, as it Is a dell- 
"ency for warriors only, but Vtiheu the 
Musqmikies have a feast on the rcseryn- 
llon the women eat as much as do the 
men, The Indians sisirt'ely ever taste 
of beer, preferj-iug pork, chicken, skunk 
and dog meat. Dogs are very numerous 
on thc-reservntioii, being raised and fat- 
teneoT for feasts, dances, pow-wows «ud 
olhet special occasions,

— Dispatches to the 
Associated Press up to 2:lii a. m. show 
that the Republicans have elected 20S 
representatives and the Democrats 335. 
Forty-three districts are still missing, 
most of them now represented by Re- 
publicans, 

Washington, Nov. 0, — President 
Roosevelt Is assured of the co-operntlon 
or' a Itepubllcan congress. Tbe re- 
cent Republican majority In that body 
is thirty-four, ond there need he no 
surprise If tills figure is nl most doubled, 
and It is reasonably certain to reach 
a majority of ut least fifty. In prac- 
tically all districts tbe Republicans 
have held their own, while la some 
significant Instances the Democrats 
have lost 

Probably the most marked of these 
cases are the Fourth and Fifth dis- 
tricts of Cnllfornln {San Francisco), 
now represented by Representatives 
Livernasb nnd Wynn, Democrats, 
which reports indicate have been 
gained by the Republicans. In the 
Twelfth Ohio district Tnyler (Rep.), is 
reported to have defeated Badger, the 
sitting Democratic member, who was a 
candidate for re-election. 

The most surprising of all the re- 
ports, however, come from the Fifth 
and Fifteenth Missouri districts, both 
strongly Democratic and the former 
represented by Cowherd, chairman of 
the Democratic congressional cam- 
paign committee. The 'Republicans 
claim, to have carried both districts. 
In the light of these reports a Repub- 
lican majority of fifty m the house' 
Is considered a conservative estimate. 

The states of Alabama, Arkansas,

Tliu mining ncchk'iit. occttned In one 
of the sliiuus or Uny Delaware, Lncka-. 
wanna itiul' Western', Company's uilttea, 
itbotit eight 'iuIIgs south of Wilkes- 
Uarre, ut Xan'tlcoko. When the men 
started to work eighteen entered, the 
lowering machine. A few feet below 
the Kiirrncc Lite steel cable of the car- 
rlugXY connected with the hoisting en- 
gine, broke. In«tnntly tho heavy car 
shpt downwind with frightful velocity 
und It and tlie men wore crushed at 
the bottom of the sit a f I, several bun- 
dled feet below. 

l-'rnntve. efforts were made nt once 
to reach the men and rescue them if 
nuy' bail survived. It was. necessary 
to construct u temporary' elevator, 
however, and every one of the eigh- 
teen miners wiis dead when tltclr fel- 
low-workers reached tbe bottom of tho 
shaft. Six feet of water was In the 
bottom or the shaft, and- the men who 
were not killed by the fall were drown- 
ed. The accident was caused by mn- 
chiuery In the engine room going 
wrong. 

Details from the frightful dlnnster nt 
Wltistoii-Snlein, S, C, where seventeen 
persons nrc known to have been 
drowned, nre meager, but It Is be- 
lieved that many others lost tlielr 
lives. The Winston reservoir, situ- 
ated on top or n high hill, burst, nnd 
the water swept down the valley with 
terrltlc force, carrying everything be- 
fore It. 

Houses, trees, animals, human be- 
ings, fences and crops were swept 
awny by the nurushliig Hood. Houses 
were crushed like eggshells; trees were 
snnpped off or pulled up by die roots. 
There wns no ehaueo of escape by any- 
thing In the path of the water. 

The residents of the vnlley had no 
warning of tho approaching catastro- 
phe, and men. women ami children 
wore tilled almost before they realized 
what was happening.

Tho first 
was the etory of the bnttlo of Llno- 
ynng, told by 3^redL>rIek Talmer In Col- 
liers Weekly. The other was the ae*. 
count by the AWocinted' Press .corre- 
spondent of the ojicrulions about Port. 
Arthur during the last three months. 
Both of these, stories will hereafter 
rank ninong the classics of war corre- 
spondence. 

The Port Arthur, story Ion res ono ia- 
Toluntatily with the- feeling tlint war, 
though a horrible nnd brutal thing, li 
yet redeemed from nurt of Its ugliness 
by. the. lustrous ltcrolHtn, ;60lf-Bacriflee, 
and devotion of Its victims. Was there 
ever n more wonderful slory told of 
forgot f illness of self -nnd love of coun- 
try than this account of tho Japanese 
Roldlors who fell mortally wounded on 
the slopes of Port Arthur's forts, smil- 
ing been use they felt they hnd done 
their part well'; Or wns there ever a 
practice of cooler daring 'tlitui. that of 
the JnpniteBc pioneers who, sent for- 
wnrd lo cut the entanglements which 
prevented the infantry charges, tum- 
bled over as dead before the wires, 
where they waited until nlgbt fall, 
then Rtenltbily crawled on their backs 
to the bnrbed wire and nipped It with 
their pincers? 

The enthusiasm among the privates 
and under officers wits -brought out In 
the great charge without orders. Two 
attacks bud been repulsed on the morn* 
ing of Aug. 21, Con. Nogi was In a 
quandary. lie called itlH-ofUcera to- 
gether. The troops were left lo their 
own devices, and spontaneously by 
tens nnd twenties rushed up the blood 
stained hill. Twice they were rolled 
hack, but the third time made their 
efforts good. 

The Japanese nulhorltlcs have ac- 
knowledged thnt In the early part of 
3nne their drst-clus* battleship, the 
Yashlmn, 12,300 tons, struck a mine 
nnd sunk. The fact wns reported n; 
the time iuiofllcl ally, lint was ofli daily 
tie 1 1 led by the Jnpmicfe government. 
The denial was jtistliluble, fur strategi- 
cal deceit Is legitimate In war. In the 
battle of Aug. 10, therefore, Togo bad 
but four but ties hips, against the Rus- 
sia ns' hIx. nml was outnumbered. How- 
ever, he whipped the Muscovites: badly, 
scattering some of them nud driving 
five of their baltleshlps back lo Port 
Arthur, where they have since boon 
rather severely damaged by the lire of 
Nogl's guns. If the fleet attempts an- 
other sortie It will be f»r cnsler- work 
for Togo than It was on Aug. 10. 

In their Hta lenient about the Ynshl- 
ni a it would not be surprising If tho 
JapB had been guilty of another gen- 
tle little deception.

It Is not tlie man who -feeds tlie 
most Unit bus the fattest . nnd best 
conditioned horses. In fact, it Is gen- 
erally .the opposite. The heaviest feed- 
ers generally linvo the worst looking 
nnd most unhealthy stock. There Is 
such a thing as feeding ton .smalt a 
tumidity, loo, and those guilty of 
'starving n horse when there Is no cause 
for such treatment should tie pun- 
ished. There Is a certain amount, 
which niny vary under different elr- 
eu m stances, which a horse can cat ami 
which will sustain Iitiu and keep him 
In a good, healthy condition. Anything 
more thiin this Is Just as Injurious as 
anything lest. This amount can be 
tiest ascertained by experiment, ns no 
two .horses require exactly tlie wime 
quantity of food. But the nearer tiiU 
quantity Is supplied the more econom- 
ically the horses can be kept thrift j% 
There is no. advantage in having Um 
teams Tat; in fact, too much fnt Is det- 
rimental, A good thrifty, condition 
will give Uio best results in every 
way. \ 

To Keco "Weevils fruin Corn, 

Fnrui and Ittincli sttys: The severe 
losses result Iii'b front weevils -In corn, 
wheat and other grains in. the South- 
west are not given proper atten- 
tion, have been reported nt long 
Intervals, and usually some 
ufler the pests have been 
stroyed their Ihonsnmls. We 
space to the following report 
remedy used successfully by it Liunnr 
county farmer, who bus been able to 
keep corn over one or two years and 
nt the end or that time lmve It In as 
good condition ns when cribbed, and 
entirely free friini weevils. His phin 
Is: 

"Place hi each corner of ihe cnb, 
on thu lloor, but leaving two or three 
feet of corn between them ami the 
walls, gallon Jugs half full of coal oil. 
and leave the Jugs uncorked. 

"Phicc jugs as described and limn 
put the corn In, and the oil evaporat- 
ing driven the weevils out and kec|«s 
them ouL" • 

This nnd similar remedies, such ns 
the use of turpentine, moth camphor 
balls, cribbing corn wet, cribbing In n 
tight, dark room, the use of "high 
HfeV (carbon bisulphide)— all have 
been described from time to time in 
Farm uud. Hunch. 
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Good Calf Cholera Cnre. 

A Dtilsh expert recently furnished 
an interesting contribution to thu lit- 
erature of calf. cholera lu an address 
before the I loyal Danish Agricultural 
Society, After y-irs of experlmentliig 
(lids 'epidemic id over 100 years old) u, .
